LIBRARIAN'S REPORT

1977 was a year ofscontinued progress.) Our ucc. 
cataloguing has steadily progressed, many new additions 
have been made to our book collection, and more use has 
been made of the library by townspeople. 


Our collection of local town histories has been ad- 
ded to during the year. We now have histories of the 
towns of Gilsum, Marlow, Alstead, Surry, Keene, West- 
moreland, Marlborough, Peterborough, and the two-volume 
history of Sullivan, which has just been re-bound. 

None of these may circulate, but anyone interested is 
always welcome to use them in the library. 


Our circulation for the year increased to 6,344. 
The non-fiction total was 3,231, which included 538 
magazines, 26 recordings, 39 films and slides, and 8 
jigsaw puzzles. Borrower's cards were issued to 166 
adults and young adults, and to 64 children, for a 
total of 230, which is about 40% of our-town's) popula— 
Eon: 


There are approximately 150 families in Gilsum. Our 
townsappropriation for 1977 for the Library.was ole 
It can be seen by these figures that the cost to support 
the library comes to less than 5¢ per family per day. 


Additional support comes from the New Hampshire 
State Library at no cost to~Gtlsum, rin the. .oymeas 
Substantial services which augment our own, such as: 
Bookmobile, films, new book displays, Inter Library 
loan, special services and equipment for the handicap- 
ped.-etc. 


This vear alone, we borrowed 2,287 volumes during 
the three visits from the Bookmobile, thus greatly ex- 
panding the choice of books on our shelves. The Keene 
Public Library also supplied us with 366 books, and 17 
audio-visual materials. 


Visitors to Gilsum have remarked how surprising it 
is to find such a well-equipped library in such a small 
town. When we realize that Gilsum has not been without 
the Library since it was first established in 1892, we 
certainly have reason to be proud of our town and of 
the individuals who fostered the Library's growth dur- 
ing all those years. It has been quite an accomplish- 
ment for a town of this size!

| LIBRARY TRUSTEES REPORT 


Early in 1977 the F. Sumner Hall Memorial Fund once 
again made it possible for the Gilsum Public Library to 
expand the scope of its services with the purchase of a 
16mm sound movie projector. This projector is available 
for use by other town organizations but must be operated 
by either a librarian or a trustee. Reservations for 
its use may be made through the librarian. 


The trustees decided that the library, though not 
yet bursting at the seams, needed additional shelving. 
Happily, this decision coincided with a special purchase 
opportunity from the shelving supplier. As a result, 
the juvenile and fiction areas have been greatly expand- 
ed without effecting the sense of openness and space 
which the library has always had. This purchase was 
made with funds from the Memorial Fund and the balance 
of the Ward Cooley Fund. 


The Gilsum Library began an ambitious and, hopefully, 
long-lasting project this year: a "living" history of 
Gilsum's last 100 or so years. A tape recorder was pur- 
chased with funds from the Memorial Fund which Harriet 
Commoss and Betty Pratt are using to record the memories 
of a number of elder Gilsum residents and former resi- 
dents who live in the vicinity. 


The Gilsum Public Library maintained its New Hamp- 
Shire accreditation status during 1977. Many new books 
were purchased, a large percentage with funds generous- 
ly donated to the Memorial Fund. The Trustees wish to 
thank our two librarians, Marion Hall and Nancy Keating 
for their outstanding and unselfish work throughout the 
year. 


Library hours are: Monday and Wednesday afternoons, 
1:30 to 4:30; Tuesday and Thursday evenings, 7:00 to 9:00; 
and Saturdays, 10 to noon. The library is available for 
small public meetings during hours other than the above. 
To avoid conflicts, all meetings must be scheduled thro 
through the librarian.

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NORTH CHESHIRE COUNTY 
HOME HEALTH SERVICE 


Perhaps you know someone who has had a visit from 
the North Cheshire County Home Health Service. In the 
last year alone, our nurses traveled 4,594 miles to 
make 574 visits to provide health care right in people's 
own homes. 


Our physical therapist made 158 visits and our li- 
censed practical nurse made 1 visit. Our homemaker- 
health aide made 19 visits to assist with the longer- 
term home health care. 


Altogether that makes 752 home visits for the fiscal 
year 1976-1977. 


In addition to the home visits, our free Child Health 
Conferences were continued. This service provides phys- 
ical examinations, immunizations, laboratory tests and 
health education for low-income families. The dental 
program for pre-school children was continued this year 
also. We are cooperating with the Women, Infants, and 
Children (W.I.C.) Food Supplement Program enrollment. 


In October Free Blood Pressure Clinics were started 
in each town. We plan to continue them monthly if they 
are well attended. 


The North Cheshire County Home Health Service was 
started eight years ago. It now serves the towns of 
Gilsum, Marlow, Nelson, Stoddard, Sullivan and Surry. 
Our office is located in the Legion Building on Banks 
Road in Gilsum. 


Our staff includes two nurses, Edith Hasbrouck and 
Sandra Gourley, a physical therapist, Hilda deMoya, and 
a licensed practical nurse, Paul Rocheleau. Dr. Gilbert 
Fuld continues to serve as the pediatrician for our Child 
Health Conference.
